p any at once set to worK up on the her- 
cu lau ean task of op ening its lines lietxv ecn 
Mission Creek and Miller. 
K L. Brown, 
m aster of transp ortation, began a sys­ 
tem atic attemp t, to straighten ou t the 
crooked rails, build bridges, rep air cu l­ 
v erts and rep lace the bu rned ties, of which 
there were literally thou sands. 
With a work train and an efficient crew 
Mr. Brown rebuilt, the bu rned bridge ov er 
tin* Uriu dstou e riv er at Hiu ckley, p u t iu 
in u ties and 
worked the libu gradu ally 
north. 
In 
the 
m eantim e 
Yardm aster 
Williams, of the D u lu th yards, had a work 
tram p ushing its way down tow ard the 
center of the difficulty, which was a t the 
sp ot where Engineer Root stop p ed the 
D u lu th limited on S atu rday night. 
By 
noon the crew of Y ardm aster William« , 
the men who reliev ed the Muflorerti at 
Sandstone, had p ushed dow n to this p oint 
anil had the track in w orking order to tin* 
bridge which was burned. 
The force w asa large one, and iu a coup le 
of hours tin* bridge was bu ilt and the big 
engine of the limited, which had been left 


011 the track, was p u shed down to Hinck­ 
ley.
